THE VANILLA PLANT. 

Baana From Which W* Got th* Popu¬ 
lar Flavoring Extract. 

The Invt variety of vanilla comes 
from vtinillu plunifolin,. which re- ' 
quin- n titn- lcy. porous soil. The 
I>I.iiii Hirin'- up In a height of nbout 
1,(101.1 feel nluive sen level, and n* it* 
lit-*ii > rooi4 *|o not penetrate deep 
into |)ie -oil it rerptire* only a pro- 
]*»»rtionntfly thin layer of soil. The 
plant l.e.ir- nier<Imntahlo fruit in 
the third venr. uninetiines even in 

the ..nil year, ivhirlt requires 

from -even In ci'jht months In ma¬ 
ture. and the hiirt‘«t takes place 
from April to June. Five to seven 
linrve-d* nr- mnde from the nitne 
plant Imfore it (4 exli«u«ted. New 
plants must not le* i>hinted in the 
Milne place an the old. 

Protection neninxt wind, nlso 
shmle. i* of great importance for the 
growth "f iho i»lnnt, and therefore 
the holds must he surrounded by 
trees and hedge*. <• ruins and snails 
ire enemies of the vanilla plant. 
Hie former eat tho roots and the 
hitler the young sprouts and beans. 
While in tiio third year only nlmut 
one-tenth pert of the plants blos- 
i.re. the peneiitnuo increases from 
year to year tip to the seventh. The 
cultivation of vanilla in Herman 
Kn t Africa is impeded bv the nb- 
ettce of insect* which are instru¬ 
mental in fructifying the vanilla 
Mo- otn«. Each separate flower has 
therefore to he fructified bv human 
hands, the cover of the stigma be¬ 
ing raised bv means of n thin little 
rod. and the pollen, which is just 
above t ho cover, is pressed against 
the stigma. 

When the young bean* have 
crown to the length of a linger they 
must he closely inspected, and nil 
defective ones must be cut off. The 
l>e ins mnture from seven to eight 
month* after the fructification proc¬ 
ess. The ripe Im-iiiis have a yellow¬ 
ish green color. 

Tie wav of preparing the beans 
varies, but an ever increasing tem¬ 
perature is required In dry them and 
obtain tlie well known brown Mack 
color. In this wav the thin skinned 
lean, with its fine aroma, is nrodue- 
- d. If hot water is used for heating 
the I icons tliev are placed in basket* 
and immersed in it. The water lias 
a temperature of ho to 8| degrees 
llnnunuir. Afterword the beans arc 
packed into wooden boxes, which ore 
lined with woolen cloth, and closed. 
Next day they must have a glassy 
appearance. They are then again 
wrapped in dark woolen covers and 
laid in the «nn to dry. I f the weath¬ 
er is rainy they must lie dried in a 
dry room at n temperature of 50 de¬ 
grees Reaumur, but nn after drying 
ni an airv room of from two to four 
weeks is nece -ury. After that the 
dry leans are packed in boxes.— 
New York Herald.

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T DEFECTIVE SIGHT. I J 


Malformations of th* Eyo Cauao Many 
□•faeliva Vision*. 

Advanced civilisation brings its 
penalties, and defective eyesight in 
sn ever increasing proportion i* one 
of them. There are 8,000,000 peo¬ 
ple in England who wenr or should 
wear glances, and this number does 
not include the defective sight of 
age. Modem science, more especial¬ 
ly in this country. France and Amer¬ 
ica, is coming to the rescue. It has 
been found that a large percentage 
of what i* technically known as er¬ 
rors of retraction can be cured. The 
defect depends on a misshape of the 
eyeball. In myopia tho eye is too 
long. The sufferer is short sighted 
and also npar sighted—that is to 
suy. he can -ee line print at a very 
short distance and much more dis¬ 
tinctly than n person with normal 
vision. Brvond a certain distance 
the world is to him a perpetual fog. 
People, if he sees them at all, are 
misty, like ghosts. Without glasses 
lie cut* his friend* in the street. 
On this point he becomes very sensi¬ 
tive. Beyond these inconveniences 
he doe* not suffer, in low and mod¬ 
erate degrees of vision at least, and 
in compensation he dianonses with 
glasses for rending in old age. whii Ii 
lie would have boon force<l to wear 
if his sight had lieen normal. The 
wonderful old ladv of ninety that 
ono reads about, who can read the 
finest print without spectacles, is no 
miracle nt nil. but simply n myope 
In hyper'i-efropia the eye is too 
short. In young life, in low ant! 
moderate negroes at least, there is 
no short sight. Objects can be seen 
at a greater distance than normally. 
The patient is long sighted. Rut, 
alas, here his advantage ends. In 
nearly nil case* there is pain or 
headache mless glasses are ron- 
• tantlv worn, ami rending with the 
naked eve is difficult or impossible. 

In the third class, astigmatism, 
the eve i* irregular. The cornea, 
the transparent part in front, is 
more curved in one direction than in 
another. All objects, far or ncai, 
are blurred. Like the hvperme- 
trojie. the ustigmutic patient uauul 
Iv suffers severely when without 
glu-ses. 

Whnt i* the outlook for these un¬ 
fortunate people, who. under the 
conditions of modern life, are be¬ 
coming more and more numerous? 
Fortunately u remedy has been 
found. Errors of refraction, os we 
have seen, are due to a misshape of 
the eye. ('an this malformation bo 
rectified? It cannot. The eyo is an 
elastic hall filled with a semifluid. 
The shape could no more be changed 
than could he the shape of a tennis 
ball. 

Nevertheless there is another way 
of accomplishing the desired object 
In the normal eye rays of light focus 
naturally on the retina, the sensi- 
live part at the back. In the ab¬ 
normal eve the retina does not cor¬ 
respond in position to the focusing 
point. Though it is not possible to 
shift the position of the retina, it is 
possible to alter the position of the 
focusing point. That this can be 
June depends on the fact that just 
behind the pupil is a little body 
ailed the lens. The lens is modirf- 
•ble in shupe. and on thut shape de¬ 
pends the position of the focus. 

it is now several years since Dr. 
Dorier of Paris showed that the 
lens could be made more convex, 
thus throwing the focus farther for¬ 
ward and curing hyperinetropia. In 
1904 the ophthalmic surgeon of the 
Battersea Park hospital, London, 
went further and eihibit«Mi a score 
of coses of all kinds of error of re¬ 
fraction in persons who had been 
completely cured of glasses. 

As the cure is now an accom¬ 
plished fact and as the process is 
painless und safe, there is hope for 
tho great army of spectacle wearers 
—that is to sav, for those who use 
’lasses because of errors o< "refrac¬ 
tion, myopia, hypermetropia and as¬ 
tigmatism. For the weakened fo¬ 
cusing power of age nothing has 
yet been done.—Pall Mali Qazette.
